an uncommon degree of interest to Mr. T. 
A. Trollopo's nev; book upon "Papal con- 
claves as tli^y wore mid as tho}' are.""

that they nro folded in a peculiar way mid 
sealed. "Having written bis vote, each car- 
dinal walks from bis place to the altar, 
carrying his vote hold high between bis 
linger and thumb.

the following oath : "I call to witness 
Ohrlat our Lord, who shall be my Judge, 
tbat T am electing him whom, before God, f 
think ought tc be elected, and Ihe same as 
to the vote which T shall givo at the afftsit."
